Top heavy with charity shops? 


ARE there too many charity shops in 
Crewkerne? 

Yes! Says one former chairman of 
the town’s Chamber of Commerce. 
No! Says another. 

A vigorous debate erupted this 
week among business grandees as 
the number of charity shops in the 
town mushrooms. 

A fortnight ago, there were just 
two: St Margaret’s Hospice and the 
Red Cross. 

But, earlier this month the Chil-

dren’s Society opened with a civic 
fanfare at the bottom of Church 
Street. 

Brainwave are now preparing to 
open on Market Street. 

And St Margaret’s will be opening 
a second - furniture only - charity 
shop in Falkland Square at the start 
of March. 

Former chamber chairman Dawn 
Gerring - who used to run the Odd-

Me-Dodds shop in West Street, says 
enough is enough, adding: “I want to 
start some debate. 

“I’m not against charities. They do 
a good job. But, there’s a lot of re¬ 
sentment in Crewkerne over charity 
shops. 

“If you’ve got enterprising people 
who want a business of their own 
they just can’t start now, because 
there’s no space for them. 

“We have got a bit top-heavy with 
charity shops. We have gone from 
two to five very quickly. I just feel 
we need a balance in the town cen¬ 
tre.” 

But another of the town’s retail 
grandees begs to differ. 

Jeff Palmer - former proprietor of 
the Hurle House restaurant, and a 
one-time chamber chairman as well 
- said: “I don’t agree with Dawn. 

“Instead, I think we should be 
shouting from the rooftops about 
how well Crewkerne is doing. 

“We live in the jewel of South 
Somerset and we don’t have any 
empty shops. 

“Retail is very difficult at the mo¬ 
ment. But Crewkerne is bucking the 
trend.” 

He disputed the idea that the num-

her of charity shops was making life 
too difficult for other retailers and 
start-ups. 

If anything, they created extra 
competition and encouraged every¬ 
one to work harder and better. 

There was constant turnover on the 
high street creating new opportuni¬ 
ties and openings as businesses 
closed or moved on, he said. 

He added: “Ten years ago, Crewk¬ 
erne had six charity shops. And if 
you look at the situation now, there’s 
about the same number.” 


Skill and stamina at dog racing meet 


FORTY coursing enthusiasts 
and their 50 dogs descended 
on Crewkerne for the first Na¬ 
tional Furcher & Racing Club 
meet of 2012. 

The event, which takes 
place every year in the field 
opposite the Stagecoach Inn, 
attracts supporters from Corn¬ 
wall, Devon, Somerset, 
Dorset, Hampshire and 
Gloucestershire, said organ¬ 
iser Sarah Doble. 

“We had around 50 dogs 
and there were six events, 


each with heats to get to down 
to a final.” 

Sarah added: “24 dogs had 
pre-entered the coursing, with 
many different crosses show¬ 
ing their skill. 

“They ranged from Deer¬ 
hound crosses to pure whip¬ 
pets, who had to twist and 
turn to beat each other and 
progress through the rounds. 

“Eventually, with only two 
dogs left — Tish Curran’s 
Mouse and Mr Goodland’s 
Ziggy — it was Devon versus 


Somerset. 

“And it was Devon that produced their 
first qualifier for the National Furcher & 
Racing Club’s finals to be held next Sep¬ 
tember.” 

After the twists and turns of coursing, 
there followed a series of straight races 
for lurchers - for under 23-ins dogs and 
over 23-ins dogs. 

The day climaxed with a four-dog final 
in the “over-23s”, with Josh from Corn¬ 


wall taking Champion and Reserve with 
his dogs Flash and Chance respectively. 

Sarah added: “A huge thank you is 
owed to everyone who helped on the day 
— especially to Paul Burkhart for judg¬ 
ing the coursing, as well as Sarah and 
Fee Parsons, Blake Doble, Josh Parsons, 
Fewis MacFarlane and Mark Spurdle.” 

The event, at the end of January, raised 
£130 to be shared by St Margaret’s Hos¬ 
pice and the NF&RC.

Mitch said afterwards:

“Meeting the panel 
members was an added 
bonus. And I got to dance 
with Ann Widdecombe!" 

An audience of 250 
turned-up for the broad¬ 
cast, with topical questions 
fielded by Ann Widde¬ 
combe, Sir Menzies 
Campbell MP, David 
Lammy MP and journalist 
Mehdi Hasan. 

The questions from the 
floor touched on NHS re¬ 
form, prayers at council 
meetings, the deportation 
of radical Islamist Abu 
Qatada, quotas for women 
in the boardroom, and 
whether Harry Redknapp 
should quit Spurs for the 
England job. 

The audience was seated 
45 minutes before the 
show’s start just after 8pm. 

And as part of the 
“warming-up” process, 
BBC executive Graham 
Ellis amused the audience 
with tales from the pro¬ 
gramme’s 60-year history, 



revealing that it had been 
forced off air only three 
times. 

The first was during the 
Suez Crisis, when senior 
executives feared the pro¬ 
gramme was in breach of 
rules banning mention of 
any matters debated in Par¬ 
liament over the previous 
fortnight. 

The next show-stopper 
was when a particularly 
rowdy audience shouted- 
down then MP Enoch 
Powell. 

And the last was when 
the programme came from 
a school in East Anglia, 
from which a sixth-former 
had been expelled for 
smoking. 

Mr Ellis said: “He got 
some bolt-cutters and sev¬ 
ered our cable! But I don’t 
think that’s likely to hap¬ 
pen here.” 

He also revealed that 
while the Crewkerne audi¬ 
ence was still gathering, 
Mr Dimbleby and his pan¬ 
elists had been enjoying a 
meal and plenty of fine 
wine at the Lord Poulett 
Arms in Hinton St George. 

“We’ve left them there 
on the promise that they 
will come back in time,” 
he added. 

The show went to Wad¬ 
ham after being invited by

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Villagers hoping for Lottery funding

THE team running the community shop in Hinton St 
George will be on tenterhooks for the next few weeks as 
they await the outcome of a £25,000 Big Lottery bid. 

And so will their customers. 

The money will enable the next phase in the redevel¬ 
opment of the store, and help secure the long-term via¬ 
bility of the business. 

The management committee of Hinton St George Rural 
Community Services (HRCS), which runs the shop, ap¬ 
plied earlier this winter for help from the Big Lottery 
Lund’s “Village SOS” pot. 

Emma Way, vice chair of the management committee, 
told the Weekender: “Applicants to the fund have a 50 
per cent success rate, which is quite high. We were hop¬ 
ing to hear if we’d been successful in Lebruary. But the 
goalposts have been moved. There will now be an offi¬ 
cial announcement in April.” 

She added that the application form had been “very 
succinct” and, if the application progresses “they may 
well enter into dialogue with us”. 

As the Weekender went to press, the shop team were 
still hoping to hear from the Big Lottery Lund. 

Ms Way said the improvements to the store did not 
hinge solely on success with the Big Lottery Lund. But 
she added: “Lree money is good. We like free money! 

“We have other grant applications in place. And we 
have a mortgage facility but we are keen not to draw 
down mortgage money because we would have to pay 
interest on it.” 

The HRCS team learnt earlier this month that the Area 
West committee of South Somerset District Council 
unanimously agreed to make a £6,000 grant to the proj¬ 
ect. 

An officer’s report stated: “The committee awarded 
HRCS £12,500 in March 2011, which with funds raised 
within the community and other grants enabled them to 
purchase the property at a cost of £290,000 in August 
2011 . 


“Since that time HRCS has been running the business, 
which has been renamed ‘Our Shop’ as a community 
shop and post office with the support of a paid manager 
and a dedicated group of volunteers. 

“Although trading successfully, most of the space in 
this property is not yet being used to its full potential. 

“To ensure the long-term sustainability of the commu¬ 
nity shop, HRCS would like to carry out the second phase 
of the project. 

“This would involve making essential changes to the 
infrastructure of the building by separating the ground 
floor from the first floor. 

“This would enable them to create a more viable facility 
downstairs with separate residential space upstairs.” 


The report concluded: “Once the works have been com¬ 
pleted, the shop floor will be refurbished and refitted to 
improve the layout - allowing a wider range of products, 
which will improve sales and increase the viability of the 
project.” 

The flat above will be let, with the rent ploughed back 
into the business. 

The project will cost just over £61,000. 

So far HRCS has obtained funding for the project from 
several sources, including: 

• £1,000 from Hinton St George Parish Council; 

• £6,000 from South Somerset District Council; 

• £14,178 from HRCS’s own funds; and 

• £15,000 from the Somerset Community Loundation. 


'Never too old to learn'say Chattabox group

A GROUP of retired residents who meet every Thurs¬ 
day morning at Broadway Hill Methodist Church, in 
Horton, have decided they would like to learn more 
about the world of the internet. 

They are looking for volunteers and funding to set 
up their own internet cafe. 

The popular Chattabox coffee group offers a warm 
welcome to visitors on Thursdays at 11am. Group co¬ 
ordinator Sue Parsons said an internet training course 
is already being planned and they had hoped to have 
broadband by the end of Lebruary but hoped-for fund¬ 
ing for laptops has not materialised. 

Chard resident Nick Colethorpe heard about the 
scheme through the Methodist Link. He had a ten year 
career in computers in the late 80s and 90s and has 
been the first to offer some guidance although he is 
concerned he may be a little out of date with the fast 
moving technology. They also need volunteers who 
are happy to sit patiently and talk the members 
through as they learn the basics of internet usage. 

Ted King is nearly 93 and said his memory was not 
as good as it used to be but he would like to be able to 
learn to shop online. His wife Beryl said their grand¬ 
son had tried to teach them but he was too fast to fol¬ 
low. She would also like to be able to shop online as 
she is in her eighties and finding it harder to get about 
due to ill health. 

Pam Rowe, 78, said her family in Canada and Ger¬ 
many had clubbed together and bought her an iPad last 


year. She had already learned the basics from her grand¬ 
son but was keen to learn more.

Mrs Parsons’ mother Norah, was behind the formation 
of the Chattabox group and at 96 she too would like to 
use the internet to communicate with her very large fam¬ 
ily which now runs to great grandchildren, spread be¬ 
tween Denmark and Oxford.

New surgery 
for Merriott? 

A £3 MILLION GP surgery for Merriott could be on the 
cards - if there is sufficient popular and local authority 
backing for the proposal. 

And village residents are being urged to attend a 
key public meeting next week to make their views 
known. 

The meeting is being organised by property devel¬ 
opers Ecos Homes, which specialises in building "sus- 
tainable"dwellings. 

A Merriott parish council spokesman said the meet¬ 
ing would include a presentation about the latest 
proposals for developing the old Moorlands Farm 
site, including plans for a health facility - which Mer¬ 
riott currently lacks. 

The spokesman added:"Three million has been des¬ 
ignated towards the project. 

"A potential site, just off Broadway and close to the 
Pharmacy, for a Merriott surgery has been identified 
by the Crewkerne Health Centre Practice. 

"A planning application for the surgery building will 
be submitted soon. 

"Funding for the construction and for the running 
of the surgery will be available from the Primary Care 
Trust, provided work on the building starts before Oc¬ 
tober 2012." 

The spokesman added:"The developers are keen to 
hear residents' response to their plans." 

Langport-based Ecos have been interested in devel¬ 
oping the site for more than five years but, so far, 
without success. 

Dr Roger Gilson, a senior partner at the Crewkerne 
Health Centre, is enthusiastically backing a Merriott 
surgery and has written to key stakeholders in the vil¬ 
lage urging their support. 

Next week's meeting takes place in Merriott Village 
Hall on Thursday, February 23rd, starting at 7.30pm. 
Everyone is welcome. 

• The Ecos Homes website describes their initial pro¬ 
posals for Merriott as: "A combination of new houses 
and refurbished barn conversions creating 14 new 
homes set within the heart of this popular Somerset 
village. 

"The scheme will offer sustainable living in a con¬ 
venient location, with energy-efficient houses, bio¬ 
mass heating and renewable technologies 
sympathetically blending with the local environment. 

"Creating three distinct wings with 2,3 and 4 bed¬ 
room houses, character is retained in the design of 
the existing barns; and Ham stone facades are utilised 
in the new build properties. 

"A central communal courtyard in the south wing 
and private gardens to all the dwellings will compli¬ 
ment the landscaped parking area and mature 
boundaries. 

"This will encourage wildlife and maintain a feeling 
of space and community."

The young adventurer was 
about to hang up his sea 
legs for a while much to 
the delight of his sail- 
maker, when he was ac¬ 
cused of stealing the 
precious giant Persian 
Pearl of Peace and had to 
set off once more to find it 
or be executed. 

Meanwhile his best friend 
Prince Said - Jessie Cob- 
bledick - boldly stepped 
up to take his place in jail 
until Sinbad returned with 
the pearl, or face death in 
his place. 

The dame of the piece was 
Sinbad’s landlady Norma 
Snickers, played totally 
believably by Bob Dunn 
who was a natural at com¬ 
edy timing and audience 
interaction. He led the cast 
in the song from the film 
Houseboat, Bing Bang 
Bong. Norma Snickers 
was no Sophia Loren, but 
what a wig, and in the 
belly dance costume re¬ 
vealed a back that every 
beauty therapist in Chard 
would have liked to get 
their wax on! 

It was a repeat as principle 
boy for Abbie Dunn who 
had been a jolly “Jack” 
last year and her perform¬ 
ance seemed like a second 
skin with a pure singing 
voice that had definitely 
matured. The confused 
Princess Miranda who 
moved her favours from 
the Prince to Sinbad, was 
Abby Cousins who per¬ 
formed a touching duet 
and then trio with her two 
suitors. The harmonies 
were excellent and a pleas¬ 
ure to listen to. 

There were plenty of op¬ 
portunities to boo and hiss 
in the time honoured man¬ 
ner with two equally green 
and gruesome pantomime 
baddies: Evilena (Kelly 
Boyland) and the Old Man 
of the Sea (David Stares).

The trustees are very pleased with the job done by local company Harwoods,who re¬ 
moved the crumbling plaster, believed to be original, and discovered rotting timbers be¬ 
neath which they proceeded to treat. The unexpected extra work added another £1,000

amount. The downside to 
the work being done has 
meant that the heritage 
centre has not been used by 
any local schools in the last 
term, however the contrac¬ 
tors cleaned up so well 
every day that the friends 
of the museum were still 
able to hold their popular 
coffee mornings in the 
Leslie Andrew Room. 

This year will see a fur¬ 
ther drop in the support 
grant from SSDC although 
there is still money avail¬ 
able for capital projects 
only. The museum re¬ 
ceived £4,000 last year and 
will be reduced to 2,000 
this year then it will fall 
again next year. However 
the town council has just 
awarded £1,500 and there 
has been increasing public 
support with visitor figures 
going up over the last two 
years and 97 members in 
the 100 club. 

Administrator Janet Har¬ 
ris said she would love to 
see more local people 
using the museum and be 
able to raise the club to 
150. She contined: “The 
strength of the museum is 
its volunteers, we all work 
with each other’s failings 
and support one another 
when there are personal 
worries, we also work 
closely with the friends 
group. 

“We have over 30 stew¬ 
ards and 20 collection 
workers with volunteers 
doing everything from 
management to cleaning 
and courtyard weeding.” 

More volunteers are al¬ 
ways welcome and they 
would really like one or 
two more people to help 
with the research section - 
someone who is tenacious 
and meticulous and has the 
curiosity and time to spend 
digging things out and 
building stories.

SINGER songwriter Reg Meuross made Crewkerne his home 15 years ago and 
fell in love with the town. Although he has performed at all the major festivals 
across the country and the Albert Hall, he enjoys the intimate local venues, has 
performed in St Bartholomew's Parish Church and, on March 2nd, will debut at 
the Henhayes Community Centre. 

With a musical mother and a father who played bugle and harmonica in the 
army plus grandparents who were opera singers at Drury Lane, the arts are defi¬ 
nitely in Reg's blood. His grandfather later became a film editor at Pinewood 
Studios. 

In 1986 Reg's musical career took off when he doubled with comedian Richard 
Morton on a successful five-year tour. He went on to form The Flamingos and 
in recent years has been a crucial member of Hank Wangford's band ,The Lost 
Cowboys. 

Reg prefers to be referred to as an acoustic singer songwriter in the folk style, 
as he is not a traditional folk singer but does collect stories and turn them into 
songs. He also writes articles for the Acoustic Magazine. 


• WHICH musicians have influenced 
your work the most? 

The Beatles, Rolling Stones and Ameri¬ 
can rock and roll have always been my 
biggest influences together with Bob 
Dylan, Paul Simon and James Taylor in¬ 
fluenced indirectly by folk, which allows 
me to cross genres. A lot of English folk 
went to America and came back again 
influenced by other music. 

• WHAT made you settle in Crewkerne? 
Having spent many years in London, I 
wanted to bring the children up in the 
country. We were aiming for north 
Devon but decided it was too far and 
Crewkerne was perfectly situated to stay 
connected with London through the 
train link. I can go to a gig and come 
back the same night. At first it seemed 
like a compromise, I'd never heard of it, 
but now I think it is a fantastic place to 
live, it is convenient in so many ways and 
I fell in love with it. 

• WHEN did you first perform in the 
town? 

We started concerts in the late 90s, and 
on Millennium Eve we were at the White 
Hart, I got a few friends down from Lon¬ 
don and we had to do it all ourselves, 
there were not a lot of those kinds of 
events in Crewkerne, no music clubs or 
anything. Then I was approached by 
John and Geraldine Clothworthy to per¬ 
form in the church and help the roof 
fund which seemed like a nice grown up 
thing to do. I've done three there now 
and raised a considerable amount for 
the church. Being self-employed the 
early years are all about the pursuit of 
fame and fortune but when you grow up 
you realise putting your music in front of 
your neighbours makes sense of it. 

• IF you could meet anyone, past or 
present, who would you choose? 
Charles Dickens and Leonard Cohen. 
Dylan is an amazing songwriter and has 
always been one of my main influences 
and I did meet him in Ireland once but 
found it impossible to talkto him. I think 
Cohen would be a very interesting per¬ 
son and I wouldn't be as in awe with him. 
Dickens was just the best story teller and 
I would love to hear him speak. 

• HOW do you find your stories? 

I started a tour of village halls in 2004 
meeting so many different people who 
would come and tell me their stories. 
Making some into songs has been a ran¬ 
dom process. My craft is song writing 
and the ones that have become good, 
like "And Jesus Wept", is because the 


story has moved and inspired me. Some 
of the love stories are non-specific, a 
meld of things I have heard along the 
way. 

• IS IT when you are writing about 
real people? 

When I did Matty Hull from the Dragon¬ 
fly Album, I was very concerned I got the 
story right. Here was a man killed by 
friendly fire and his wife sees him being 
shot by Americans on a video, it was just 
terrible. As a songwriter I am a commen¬ 
tator and I try to stay true and respectful 
to the original story so I check my facts. 
His widow tracked me down and coinci¬ 
dentally she was remarried in Crewkerne 
church. 

• HOW did you meet your wife? 

Her parents were both musicians, her fa¬ 
ther was in Manfred Mann and I met 
them when I was working in London, 
they took me home to meet their daugh¬ 
ter Jackie who was studying music at the 
time. 

• WHAT is your strongest childhood 
memory? 

I remember falling through the ice when 
I was 15 and the feeling of surviving 
which was not a particularly good mem¬ 
ory and affected me for years but a good 
memory was doing my paper round 
with my dog Prince. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

For a while I studied modern design and 
bought and sold things through the 
Lawrences auction rooms here in Crewk¬ 
erne and that stimulated my interest in 
post war design. I read and write poetry 
but I don't really have a hobby as such, I 
am always working. 

• WHAT was your biggest audience to 
date? 

The Ghent festival in Belgium was 50,000 
people, the whole town were there, it 
was amazing. I played Glastonbury years 
ago but it's really hard to get in there 
now. I did a concert for the Teenage Can¬ 
cer Trust in the Albert Hall once, it had 
been my ambition to play there. 

• IF you could time travel where 
would you go? 

I'd love to go to Victorian London, the 
mid 19th century was so exciting in 
many senses, there were lots of discov¬ 
eries and I like the writing of that time 

• WHAT is your all time favourite song? 
That would have to be Nat King Cole, 
When I Fall in Love. It was a big song for 
my parents so a key song in my life. I 
think it is one of the most perfect songs 
ever written, a real benchmark of quality.

Seeds come to Somerset! 


FOLLOWING a summer of festival 
sets across the UK last year, the 
Lightning Seeds are back on the 
road next month. 

The tour, which features a 
homecoming show at the 02 
Academy Liverpool and a London 
date at the 02 Shepherd's Bush 
Empire, includes a night at 
Frame's Cheese & Grain tonight 
(February 17th). 

Formed by Ian Broudie, pictured 
left, in 1989, the band has been 
entertaining audiences for over 
20 years, and it's easy to see why 
when witnessing one of their un¬ 
missable live performances. 

Following his involvement with 
numerous bands in post-punk 
Liverpool, Broudie conceived the 
group and penned the majority 
of the critically acclaimed, debut 
album, Cloudcuckooland, which 
featured the hugely popular sin¬ 
gle,'Pure'. 

But it was the band's 1994 
album, Jollification, which saw the 
Lightning Seeds garner the atten¬ 
tion they so rightly deserved. 

Widely regarded as one of the 
best pop albums of the 1990s, 
this seminal release spawned the 
hit singles 'Lucky You', 'Change', 
'Perfect' and 'Marvellous' and 
paved the way for the Britpop pe¬ 
riod.

Seeds albums followed - as well 
as a solo LP in 2004 - but in more 
recent years Ian has been better 
known as a producer, working 
with the likes of The Zutons, The 
Coral and The Subways. 

However, the Lightning Seeds 
returned to the live arena in 2010, 
playing a full UK tour, and then 
rounded off that year as a support 
act for Squeeze, accompanying 


the band as special guests on 
their 22 date UK tour. 

Ian Broudie says; "I had a great 
time on the Squeeze tour and I'm 
really looking forward to playing 
my own shows with an elaborate 
and eclectic mix of Lightning 
Seeds songs."

New report highlights young 
driver risk in rural areas 


ROAD SAFETY Analysis, 
specialists in examining 
road casualty trends, today 
reveals how risk levels for 
young drivers vary accord¬ 
ing to where they live. The 
key finding of the report 
shows that rural young driv¬ 
ers are 37% more likely to 
be involved in an injury col¬ 
lision than their urban coun¬ 
terparts. A table comparing 
risk of collision involvement 
each year by local authority 
area also shows the risk rate 
for young drivers living in 
each area. 

Young drivers throughout 
the country are already 
more likely to be involved in 
a crash with 30% of all 
motor vehicle drivers in¬ 
volved in collisionsl aged 
between 16 and 29 years 
old, yet this age group only 
made up 18% of the popula- 
tion2. This report calculates 
that young rural drivers are 
two-thirds more likely to be 
involved in an injury colli¬ 
sion than their older neigh¬ 
bours. 

One of the biggest factors 
in the elevated risk profile is 
the much higher average 
annual mileages driven by 
rural drivers with 31 % more 
miles driver per person than 
their urban counterparts. 
This increased exposure 
combined with their relative 
inexperience compared to 
older drivers is a signal to 
rural local authorities and 
police forces that special at¬ 
tention needs paying to this 
subject. 

The report also considers 
the level of deprivation and 
whether this is a factor in 
young driver crashes. This 


was not found to be the case 
in Rural areas, although it is 
something seen in large 
towns and cities. Other 
analysis within the report 
compares vehicle types in¬ 
volved in crashes, road type, 
and speed limits. 

One further piece of 
analysis carried out was to 
rank young driver risk bases 
on residency in each of the 
379 local authority areas in 
Great Britain. This was then 
used to create a map show¬ 
ing regional hotspots and is 
included at the end of this 
release along with the best 
and worst performing areas. 

Dan Campsall, director of 
Road Safety Analysis says, 
"This is the first time that we 
have had a thorough exam¬ 
ination of the risks to young 
drivers based on where they 
live; and the results are 
stark. Younger drivers from 
rural areas are much more 
likely to be involved in a 
crash where Asomeone is in¬ 
jured, and we need to see a 
package of measures devel¬ 
oped that can bring about a 
change. This may require in¬ 
vestment in transport infra¬ 
structure, community bus 
schemes and further driver 
training to affect the in¬ 
equality that these drivers 
are experiencing." 

With the help of this sort 
of information. Local Au¬ 
thorities can develop a 
much better understanding 
of the risks experienced by 
their residents and road 
users, helping them to ad¬ 
dress the inequalities that 
many people are experienc¬ 
ing."

Expressive design with a sporty 
edge from BMWM 

The classical proportions and elegant 
design of the current 6 Series Coupe and 
Convertible have won many admirers 
since their introduction. Now BMW M 
gives them a sporty, dynamic update, 
with aggressive design features defined 
by the technical considerations of the en¬ 


gineering team. The need for appropriate 
cooling air, the revised chassis and the 
pursuit of aerodynamic excellence: all 
have dictated the creative approach of 
the designers. The result is bold and pow¬ 
erful with an aggressive stance. 

At the front a new M apron with wide 
air-intake apertures provides the neces¬ 
sary cooling forthe engine, while sharply 
contoured headlamps featuring the char¬ 
acteristic BMW Corona rings shine 
brightly thanks to the latest Adaptive LED 
headlight technology.

The new BMW M6 Coupe and M6 Con¬ 
vertible are equipped with the same 
high-revving, turbocharged V8 engine as 
the M5 Saloon. This revolutionary pow- 
erplant not only produces 53hp more 
than its ten-cylinder predecessor at 
560hp, but it also benefits from a greatly 
improved torque output over a broad 
band of revs. It's this 680Nm, available 
from as low as 1,500rpm to 5,750rpm, 
that not only gives the new M6 its stun¬ 
ning outright acceleration, but also its 
commanding flexibility on-road. 

The key to this impressive performance 
is BMW's M TwinPower Turbo technol¬ 
ogy, incorporated on the M6 via twin tur¬ 
bochargers built in to the twin scroll 
principle, including a cross-bank exhaust 
manifold.

The DRIVELOGIC control 
offers three separate shift programs, both 
in automatic and manual modes, provid¬ 
ing the driver with the best of both 
worlds whether they are looking for the 
sportiest selection of gears or driving 
comfort. M DCT also includes a Launch 
Control function, while in manual mode 
gears can be changed via either the M 
gear selector or via paddles on the M 
Sport steering wheel. 

The M DCT gearbox is part of an ad¬ 
vanced powertrain that also includes the 
M-Differential. This electronically con¬ 
trolled multi-plate limited slip differential 
ensures the best possible traction at all 
times, with a locking factor from 0-100 


per cent. As with many of the other sys¬ 
tems on the new BMW M6, it is linked 
into the car's Dynamic Stability Control 
(DSC) system to ensure maximum driving 
safety. 

M-specific chassis for the most 
demanding of drivers 

BMW's M division has worked tirelessly 
on the chassis ofthe new M6, and the re¬ 
sult is a sporting car that combines 
tremendous ability for high performance 
driving with everyday usability. Drawing 
on their vast collective experience and 
legendary back catalogue, the M engi¬ 
neers have combined their knowledge 
with the latest technology, honing it over 
an extensive testing period. 

To meet the expectations ofthe most 
demanding drivers, the rear axle sub- 
frame has been bolted directly to the 
body, the front axle kinematics re¬ 
designed with M-specific settings, and a 
number of 6 Series suspension compo¬ 
nents replaced with forged aluminium 
items. The electro-hydraulically con¬ 
trolled dampers feature BMW's Variable 
Damper Control (VDC) with a choice of 
three settings, so that drivers can tailor 
the suspension ofthe M6 to best suit their 
driving style and environment at any 
given moment. 

The new M6 is steered via a hydraulic 
rack and pinion system, with a variable 
ratio to increase low-speed agility while 
offering outstanding stability at speed.

However, for the first time buyers can 
choose the latest optional M Carbon Ce¬ 
ramic Brakes, with front discs measuring 
410mm in diameter and 396mm on the 
rear axle. This powerful new braking sys¬ 
tem offers even better resistance to heat 
and a reduction in the rotational masses 
by 19.4kg. The matte gold finish on the 
brake callipers identifies cars equipped 
with these outstanding brakes. 

The body structure: strength 
by design 

In addition to the aforementioned car¬ 
bon-fibre reinforced plastic roof the new 
M6 benefits from a hybrid construction of 
steel, aluminium and composite materi¬ 
als to give an immensely strong platform 
that's remarkably light. In addition to the 
high strength steels used in the mono- 
coque, the doors and bonnet are fash¬ 
ioned in aluminium while the front wings 
are formed in plastic.
